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A THIBETAN CANONICAL WORK on the Mystic 
Doctrines and Rites of the Mahayana School of Northern 
Buddhism, entitled 

ARYA-AMOGHA-PASA-KALPA-RAJA 

* This Manuscript Treatise consists of 569 thick paper 
leaves, each measuring 254 by 74in., inscribed on both 
sides in the Thibetan character, and belongs to the 
Kangyur, Sect. Gyut, vol. XVI, and is enclosed im two 
wooden covers, the upper carved in relief with figures of 
four Buddhist deities, gilt, and ornamented with coloured 
scroll borders. The work commences with salutations to 
Buddha and all the Bodisattras, and gives a minute 
description of the religious rites and ceremonies of the 
deified Saint Amogha-pasa ; it was translated from 
Sanskrit into Thibetan at different periods, and a mar- 
ginal note at the end records that the last translator was 
the famous Bu-Ston, who flourished in Thibet in the 
eleventh century a.D., and who was the principal disq’ ,.e 
of Atisha Srijnena. :
